Now with USIA in 
Washington, he was director of the exhibit "Transportation USA" traveling 
in the Soviet Union and Yugoslavia . He and the exhibit spent four months 
in the USSR — Stalingrad (renamed Volgagrad while he was there) and 
Kharkov ; six weeks at the Belgrade Technical Fair, where he was the guest 
of Richard E. Johnson, '38, foreign service officer with the U.S. Embassy. 

Since his graduation from Wesleyan, Francis Macy has taken his M.A. 
from Harvard in Russian research, worked on soviet data as analyst for the 
Library of Congress, and lived in Munich as program director for Radio 
Liberty. His subsequent job with Voice of America led to his association 
with USIA and the following personal sidelight on an official trip .

Commencement Address by Dr. Moore 

Dr. Francis D. Moore, ’31, addressed the 
class of ’62 at commencement. 

His field is surgery. At present he is 
Moseley professor of surgery at Harvard 
Medical School and Surgeon in Chief at Peter 
Bent Brigham Hospital, as well as an active 
member of many medical societies. He is 
noted for his research and publications on 
surgical techniques. Time magazine has 
described him as "the nation’s, perhaps the 
world’s — outstanding authority on the vital 
importance of 'electrolyte balance’ in pre¬ 
serving life.” He has been responsible for 
techniques that save lives threatened by 
chemical imbalance resulting from surgery. 

His interests are not limited to his immediate field. His commencement 
speech, pertinent to the school and to the times, is reprinted in its entirety 
on the supplemental page.

At 11:15 pm, a dozen Americans from the USIA "Transportation-USA” 
exhibit hustled into a Moscow bus. It was New Year’s Eve, and having 
closed the exhibit in Kharkov, we were headed for Red Square to greet 1962 
with the Moscovites. To our surprise there was only a handful of people 
waiting silently, almost glumly, before Lenin’s tomb for the ceremony to 
relieve the stone-still, young soldiers. 

On the other side of the vast expanse shone a brightly-lighted "New 
Year’s” tree. Some of us were drawn to it and inspired by its glow to break 
out in seasonal song — to the delight of a group of children and their elders. 
Our colleagues who had remained by the tomb said they clearly heard our 
rendition of "God Rest Ye Merry Gentlemen”, "Silent Night” and other 
seasonal songs. 

Our revel was interrupted by the arrival of a tall man in red with a re¬ 
markable white beard. This was obviously Father Frost, the Russian Santa 
Claus. He and his young attendants opened a suitcase and shared several 
bottles of Champagne with the caroling Americans. There were embraces 
all around as the clock in the Kremlin tower struck midnight. 

By now a large crowd had been attracted, and Father Frost led us out 
into the middle of the square. There we joined hands in a gigantic circle 
and whirled around and around until shattered by our speed and laughter. 
The crowd, by now 500 or 600, clustered about Father Frost, who called for 
a song. The Soviet national hymn seemed to be the only one the Russians 
could all sing together. During it a young cynic convulsed his comrades 
by suggesting they sing "Yankee Doodle” instead. 

Our bearded leader then called out a cordial invitation: "Now let our 
guests perform.” To the amazement of most present, a number of Americans 
trickled out of the crowd one by one to form a small band in the middle of 
the circle. We decided that our hosts would like something rousing; perhaps, 
too, we sensed that this was an historic moment, there beneath the great 
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Toy Shop 

The singing of carols , the bustle that goes along with any major 
manufacturing operation , will again this year t as it has for the past 43 
years, fill the halls of Lower School on a Saturday in December . 



The picture here is only a symbol that you may recall the days when 
your parents, under your direction, sawed, hammered, pasted, cut, sewed, 
and came up with bean bags, angels, paper chains and slightly eccentric 
puppets. 

And when the clutter was cleared up, all the grades piled into one room 
for a quality control review, with Santa Claus as the chief inspector. 

Then the singing began. For most, these were the first carols of the 
season with voices supplied by parents, faculty and children. Finally we 
passed the cookies and ice cream. 

Toy Shop was over. Christmas had begun.

Questions and Answers 

to the Headmaster 


SUBJECT: West Coast Trip taken by Mr. French and Mr. Smith last summer. 

Gatherings arranged and carried out by Deirdre Witherell

Q. Why the trip? 

A. Perry Smith and I went to attend the annual meeting of the Country Day 
School Headmasters Association, which was held this year in Claremont, 
California. It seemed an ideal opportunity to see once more the graduates 
of the school who have moved to the west coast and, of course, both of 
us are happy whenever given the opportunity to spread the gospel about 
North Shore Country Day School and the kind of education we think 
should be more commonly offered across the United States. 

Q. W'e understand the alumni turned out in quantity to be with you at the 
parties and wonder if you had a chance to give a talk in either place. 
If so, what did you discuss? 

A. Somehow a plan to talk to the alumni of the North Shore Country Day 
School seems wrong. Instead, they were given a chance to shoot 
questions at Mr. Smith and at me and I may say there were no moments 
made awkward by silence while people tried to think of an appropriate 
topic. Some asked about teaching reading, some asked about the new 
mathematics in the elementary school, one was anxious to be sure that 
we still valued dramatics as a part of the school curriculum. One 
bachelor asked about the quality of the food in the lunchroom! 

Q. Was their interest aimed in any specific direction? 

A. In both meetings the interest seemed to be in the ways and means of 
teaching as they might apply to schools anywhere. One may infer from 
this a concern about schools and their importance in our society which 
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rhythm, "S novim godom, s novim godom.” Our Happy New Year greetings 
brought residents out on their balconies to return the salute. At one point 
the Americans rendered "The Saints Go Marching In” and found their teen 
age fellow marchers quite familiar with the song (probably from VOA's 
"Music-USA”). 

The statue of Mayakovsky is frequently the scene of poetry recitation. 
About 10 young men climbed up in turn to present a variety of poetry, with 
occasional prompting from the crowd when they dried up in the middle of a 
verse. The Americans were called upon and we, short on verse and long on 
song, or more collective, perhaps, than our Russian friends, sang for them 
a few American folk songs. 

At this point, one Russian, somewhat older than most of the night owls, 
began discussing American literature and sharply criticizing it. He soon 
swung to more political subjects and the crowd closed in to listen with 
interest. We felt ourselves back in the Transportation Exhibit, where for 
21 days each in Stalingrad/Volgagrad and Kharkov, 22 Russian speaking 
American guides, and several transport experts, had fielded questions on 
all subjects with most of our 272,000 Soviet visitors. 

Those visitors had waited as long as six hours in the Russian winter 
to enter the American exhibit, so one felt not only privileged to answer their 
questions but obliged to do so. There was intense interest in all aspects 
of American life, but the five most frequent types of questions had been on 
the American standard of living (wages and their purchasing power), un¬ 
employment, education (especially the cost of higher education), medical 
care and its cost, and racial discrimination. Many visitors, especially 
university and institute students, returned three and four times. 

Now on a Moscow square, young Soviets were raising many of the same 
questions. True feelings are hard to detect under these circumstances, but 
most people seemed simply curious, while a few spoke with hostility. They 
argued among themselves a bit. One man asked my view of the conflicting 
opinions of two Supreme Court justices which had recently been published 
in Amerika Magazine. He was fully conversant with the arguments. 

Our original protagonist attacked the Voice of America for broadcasting 
political nonsense; an outspoken soul openly defended the Voice, to the 
interest of many. One claimed superior objectivity for the Soviet press over 
the American, but was unable to follow our suggestion that he inform the 
crowd where in Moscow American papers could be bought by those wishing 
to make a comparison. 

But we did not want the cordial atmosphere of the evening dissipated 
by political polemic. We explained to those who would debate politics that 
we were there as guests, not as propagandists. With a greeting for a good 
and healthy 1962, we left them debating among themselves. 


implies the willingness to work at improving them wherever they may be. 


Q. Would you repeat the trip? 

A. I would go again on the drop of a hat. 

Q. Have you any impressions or conclusions that you'd care to tell us? 

A. The North Shore Country Day School was founded some 40 years ago as 
a protest against the kind of education which was overpoweringly in¬ 
fluenced by the vestigal traces of earlier times. Beyond this it was 
something of a crusade with a purpose to be met and a plausible answer 
to the problem of developing youngsters who would take a responsible 
and knowledgeable part in a rapidly changing society. Two generations 
later the element of protest has gone and at the same time the purpose 
remains unchanged. The influence of the School in meeting this purpose 
hinges inevitably upon the people who have come to know it, and most 
important among these in numbers and in power will be its graduates. 
I came away from Los Angeles and from San Francisco with the feeling 
that in some small way thoughtful and energetic people, graduates of the 
school, were anxious to give their own children and their local school 
systems the benefit of ideas, methods, convictions which had developed 
through the years at School.

Address at the Commencement 

of the Class of 1962 

June 15,1962 

Dr. Francis D. Moore, ’31 


It has been said that history is writ in the 
biographies of great men. I am not so sure about 
this. Maybe history is the story of great in¬ 
stitutions and of all those institutions begun or 
inherited only a few survive to have the qualities 
of greatness. 

Winnetka, in the fall of 1918 was enjoying the 
return of her men from the war. Many new families 
were moving out, from Chicago or Evanston — or 
from the East — as business opportunities were 
so promising. The matter of education and new 
schools was very much in the air. 

Professor John Dewey had left the University 
of Chicago only a few years before, in 1904, to go 
to Columbia to teach Psychology and to tell his 
students about a new form of schooling that was 
being called "Progressive Education". The term 
and the fashion soon fell into disrepute. We all 
recall the cartoon showing the little girl arriving 
at school, saying to her teacher, "Miss Jones, do 
we really have to do only what we want to do 
today? ’’ 

But despite this conversational discredit, the 
concepts of Dewey were here to stay. They 
stressed the growth of the individual’s intellect 
from within rather than by superimposed dogma 
from without. These ideas revolutionized Ameri¬ 
can teaching methods and attitudes. 


and Bryn Mawr. It had come on unhappy days 
financially and made up its deficits from a farm 
alongside the C&NW tracks. 

Many of the Winnetka families wanted the new 
type of independent school. Others wanted to put 
their efforts into reforming the public schools, 
which were very conservative at that time. There 
was quite a battle, and many arguments both 
public and private between the two views. Working 
for the independent schools were many families 
well-known to this school, among them the Boals, 
the Wallings, the Mordocks, the Clarks, the Coffins, 
the Fentresses, the Scotts, and the Ripleys. 

These parents went in search of a headmaster, 
already knowing of Perry Smith. Mr. Smith, then 
29, had graduated eight years previously from 
Harvard College. He had entered teaching, and 
had taught for a while at the Francis Parker 
School as well as at a new school which was 
being started by a Mr. Vanderlip in Scarborough- 
on-Hudson in New York. Then with the war, 
Perry Smith had joined the Army. His interest 
in education had been picked up by the officers 
of his unit, and he finally became the Dean of the 
Central United States Infantry Officers’ Candidate 
School, at Petersberg, Virginia. On leaving the 
Army in 1919, he had not found it easy to get 
back into education. He was working at the 


children there in 1919 were some unwashed 
urchins, some more presentable lasses, who 
twelve years later, in 1931, were very proud to be 
the first class to have gone through all twelve 
years of this school and then off to college. 

For all of us in that class, as I think for all 
of NSCDS graduates, there was a real interest in 
education. We felt we had been in on a big thing 
and a big experiment and that it was a huge suc¬ 
cess. It was up to us to help prove it. 

It was therefore a matter of special interest 
to one member of that class to learn more about 
the philosophical background of American ideas 
in education. I enrolled in Professor Ralph Barton 
Perry’s Philosophy class at Harvard to learn of 
early American philosophic concepts, seventeenth 
century ideas that shaped our private lives and 
public policy and provided the real background 
of much of this local history. 

Professor Perry’s course dealt with Puritanism 
and Parliamentary Rule, or I suppose we might call 
it"Christianity and Democracy.” He made it evident 
that these two ideas dwelt together in our early 
history. For the workings of Democracy, wherein 
each man governs or is governed by his neighbor, 
the ethical tradition of the Judeo-Christian theology 
is a very necessary accompaniment. "Puritanism 
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The Francis Parker School in Chicago had 
been founded in 1900, originally under the name 
of ;< The Chicago Institute”. The school was 
founded by Colonel Francis W. Parker, a close 
friend and collaborator of Professor Dewey. 
Professor Dewey referred to Colonel Parker as 
’’The Father of Progressive Education”. This 
school was, in a sense an offshoot of Professor 
Dewey’s experiments at the University. Organi¬ 
zationally it was a part of his department. The 
first student enrolled at the Chicago Institute was 
a certain Perry Dunlap Smith. 

He happened to be the first one enrolled be¬ 
cause his father was helping to establish the new 
school, to arrange about its real estate purchases 
and its buildings. He happened to be in the office 
of the Principal at the time that the enrollment 
list was first opened. So he was signed on. 

The ’’Country Day” idea — of a school where 
faculty and parents work together to create a 
unified education involving both campus and home 
- had not been born yet. But the Francis Parker 
School by 1918 was attracting widespread atten¬ 
tion; it came to prominence immediately as an 
example of practical success in the theoretical 
ideas of Professor Dewey and Colonel Parker. 

In Winnetka, there was a school named’’Girton” 
after tl\e Women’s College at Cambridge, England. 
This school was owned and operated by Mr. Francis 
King Cook, as a girl’s preparatory school. It was 
the successor to an earlier boy’s school, called 
’’Rugby”, in Kenilworth, run also by Mr. Cook. 
Two or three of the Winnetka parents who were 
active in the new school movement, had attended 
the Rugby School in Kenilworth. Many Winnetka 
residents felt that the Girton School needed a 
strong transfusion of new and vigorous ideas. It 
had lost its accreditation for admission to some 
of the eastern Women’s Colleges such as Vassar 


came to visit him there! 

The group of founding parents asked Perry 
Smith if he would take over a post as co-headmaster 
of the Girton School, working with Mr. Cook. 
Mr. Smith came and studied the scene. He soon 
decided that this would not be a good working 
arrangement, that the school needed a completely 
fresh administrative arrangement, and a new vision 
for its educational goals. 

A month or two later — this would be about 
May, 1919 — Mr. Mordock again called Perry Smith 
and told him that now ’’the time had come.” The 
parents had bought out the whole Girton School, 
lock, stock, and barrel, and they wanted him to 
come and take it over as Headmaster. They wanted 
him to join, on this campus, the concepts of a 
Country Day School with those of ’’progressive 
education” as it then was understood. A great 
institution had been born. 

At this same time, the public school group 
under Mr. Laird Bell went in search of a Head¬ 
master, traveling to the West Coast and there 
they found Dr. Carleton Washburn. 

Neither of the parent groups realized that their 
two headmasters had been classmates together at 
the Chicago Institute under Colonel Parker, and 
were old friends. In the next twenty years they 
were to provide a model for the whole country of 
private and public schools, working together in a 
community, to further the cause of education, and 
to help in the revolution, of which Winnetka was 
a leader, a revolution now referred to as ’’the 
remaking of the schools.” 

So, NSCDS took over Girton with Mr. Smith at 
the helm. Mr. Cook’s potato farm was still out 
there where the football field now is. The last 
potato was peeled and the last cow was milked. 
Mr. Smith had arrived in June and in the fall of 
1919 the first classes began. The youngest 
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partners. They sparked our early political life, 
culminating in the Declaration of Independence, 
the Revolution, the Constitution, and the Bill of 
Rights. Shortly thereafter they were responsible 
for the development of a very flourishing free 
economy that Karl Marx eighty years later dubbed 
’’Capitalism.” 

Now Professor Perry’s point was this: a free 
enterprise economy needs Democracy and Chris¬ 
tianity in order to function for the good of all. 
Capitalism puts a premium on individual creative 
effort. This is its greatest strength. But this can 
be terribly exploited by those of inherited or dis¬ 
proportionate privilege. Democracy regulates and 
opens opportunity to all. But Democracy has 
the capacity of devouring itself when the wrong 
people — the Hitlers — seek and then seize power. 
The Christian Ethic holds a rein on the abuses 
of both Democracy and Capitalism, on human 
greed and man’s inhumanity to man. The three 
together make a perfect working trio. When they 
go wrong in politics or business, it is because 
the ethical standard has been broken in the face 
of the burdens and privileges of the other two — 
Democracy and Capitalism. The three institutions 
together make a fine design for living, and if you 
don’t believe it you should visit some parts of the 
world where one or the other exists without the 
rest. 

It is important to observe, in this era of aid 
to foreign countries, that it is much easier to 
export one or another of the three limbs of our 
cultural tripod, than it is to export all three to¬ 
gether. Capitalism is easy to export; Democracy 
quite difficult to export. And an ageless tradition 
of the Biblical Ethic is almost impossible to 
export. 

For example, in parts of the Middle East there 
is an exploiting, greedy, wealthy Capitalism in its 



most advanced form. It exists in the total absence 
of any Ethical Standard. Exploitation of man and 
of woman is at a level that makes pre-Civil War 
slavery seem pretty tame. It isn’t called ”slavery,” 
but that’s the way it works. It has often been said 
that "the reverse of freedom is hard to define and 
maybe the best word is unfreedom; it need not be 
political unfreedom, it can also be intellectual, 
religious, or economic unfreedom.” This is what 
we see in countries where Capitalism exists in 
the absence of any ethical restraint and where 
Democracy is distorted by demagogues for the 
selfish benefit of a few. 

Recently we seemed to have learned again 
that this triple talent of the Western World — 
Christianity, Democracy, and Capitalism — needs 
a fourth member without whom it is crippled. It^ 
requires an educated society. 

Possibly the Biblical Ethic itself does not 
need an educated society; it is so human and so 
right that it must be very much a part of people. 
Probably the Golden Rule does not require any 
bookish education but rather an example of parent 
to child. Of great interest here is the biological 
basis of ethics. It is a part of nature’s wisdom 
that each individual instinctively selects a group 
of individuals around him toward whom he has an 
attitude of help and sacrifice, rather than one of 
competition and exploitation. This is seen in 
animals and insects as well as in man. In most 
of nature, this group is the family. Beyond the 
family, possibly a small colony. The ethical 
content of Christianity extends the boundary of 
individuals to accept as a friend from the family 
to the whole human race. 

So, ethics apparently does not require much 
formal education. But parliamentary procedure 
with universal suffrage in a free economy does 
require an educated people. Here is where we 
seem to need some improvement. It is of interest 
historically that our country as a voting democ¬ 
racy, using parliamentary procedure with universal 
suffrage, is very young. The franchise was given 
to women only in 1920, one year after NSCDS was 
founded, and there are still barriers to voting in 


hardly to be defended, but it is not particularly 
dangerous in terms of week-to-week or year-to-year 
because the rest of that society is developed only 
to the same degree. By contrast, the uneducated, 
unemployed teen-age population on the lower east 
side of New York is living as a primitive group 
in the midst of a highly sophisticated world which 
this population can neither put to use nor survive. 
Unfortunately the asphalt is not in a jungle. 

You, of the Class of 1962, graduating from 
this wonderful school, must have the courage of 
your convictions as to the importance of education 
for the social good, whether public or private, 
whether white or black. 

I said a few moments ago that it is in the 
recent past that we have realized the urgency of 
education for our society. Conant evidently feels 
that as recently as 1956, with the launching of 
the Sputnik, there was sudden realization on the 
part of a surprisingly large segment of our society 
of the urgency of education. Historically, this 
country has been blessed for centuries by a group 
of people who understood the urgency of education 
in relation to Christianity, Parliamentary Rule, 
and Free Enterprise. Nowhere is this better stated 
than in the inscription written three hundred and 
twenty-six years ago and found on the gate of 
Harvard Yard: 

"After God had carried us safe to New 
England, we had built our houses, provided 
necessaries for our livelihood, reared con¬ 
venient places for God’s worship and settled 
the civilian government; one of the next 
things we looked for, and looked after was 
to advance learning and perpetuate it for 
posterity; dreading to leave an illiterate 
Ministry to the Churches, when our present 
Ministers shall lie in the Dust.” 

You yourselves are about to go to college 
where the educational system is an entirely dif¬ 
ferent one than that which you have seen here; 
mostly because it is more intensely competitive.

because it is exciting to learn about them with 
good teachers. Have faith in your own ability to 
select in your college education an emphasis on 
the fun of learning which will give you a main¬ 
tained intellectual curiosity and deep enjoyment 
throughout your life, rather than just an ”A.B.” 
to put after your name. 

It has been a thrill to us to come here today. 
I am very grateful to the class of 1962 and to 
Mr. French for asking me to come here forty-three 
years after I was one of those unwashed urchins 
in the first grade in 1919, and thirty-one years 
after I stood on this same spot to say good-bye 
for the class — but did not say it nearly as well 
as Mr. Jonathan Strong has done today. 

North Shore is indeed a great institution. It is 
known everywhere. For two parents, both graduates 
of NSCDS, the school has set an educational 
standard that we have found impossible to equal 
in our new home. 

For any new institution a change of genera¬ 
tions is always the test of its vigor. Coming back 
here now, I feel that the school under Mr. French 
and Mr. Howe and the present faculty, and with 
this wonderful group of students, has maintained 
a basic vision, and an excitement of whence it 
came, and where its mission lies. 

North Shore is a great institution because its 
founders had faith in the need for such a school 
and the willingness to try new things at its start. 

My favorite philosopher is William James. In 
his book, The Will to Believe , he writes: 

"Now there is one element of our active 
nature which Religion has emphatically 
recognized, but which philosophers as a 
rule have tried to huddle out of sight in 
their pretension to invent systems of 
absolute certainty. I refer to the element 
of faith. Faith means belief in something 
concerning which doubt is still possible, 
and as the test of belief is the willingness 
to act, one may say that faith is the readi- 
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Conant, in his book, Slums and Suburbs , dis¬ 
cusses this matter in an interesting way. He 
points out that bringing up a large uneducated and 
unemployed teen-age urban population is explo¬ 
sively dangerous for us. It is much more so than 
it is with a primitive people because the oppor¬ 
tunities of Democracy and free enterprise are 
open to all. By the uneducated and unsophisti¬ 
cated they will be misused, or their young men 
ruined. 

The growth of a large uneducated and unem¬ 
ployed teen-age group in a primitive jungle is 
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and grades because of the tremendous pressure 
for admission. Many of the colleges are getting 
too big and they are shaving down the student 
body by a larger emphasis on grades. As an 
educator of men and women four years later at 
the Harvard Medical School, I can only accuse 
the colleges of laziness in this regard. 

I charge you with entering college with 
sophistication, so that when you look in that 
catalogue and pick a course to take you will take 
it because it is interesting. I want you to take 
your courses because they fascinate you and 


I hope that you will go forth from North Shore 
to the next step in your education with faith in the 
complex and interesting structure of our society, 
and faith in the need to provide education for all, 
so each can take his or her place in this unique 
social structure, in which an ethical basis lets 
a free economy operate successfully with the 
political opportunities and hazards of a universal 
democracy.
